Current quarantine measures. 

[Translated in this Bureau from the Veroffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheit- 
samtes, Berlin, April 19 and 24, 1899.] 

Crete. — The quarantine regulations formulated by the International 
Health Commission at Constantinople against arrivals from Djiddah 
have been put in force by the authorities of the island. 

Egypt. — The plague regulations declared March 15, against Port 
Louis are declared out of force. 

Netherlands.— By order of April 8, the minister of the interior 
declares as follows : 

1. The port of Calcutta is declared infected. 

2. The period of observation for infected vessels shall be extended to 
ten days. 

Madagascar. — According to advices of March 2, the quarantine at 
Tamatave is suspended, and vessels leaving that port are now being 
given clean bills of health. 

Straits Settlement— Singapore.— The ports of Calcutta and Hong- 
kong were declared infected, February 27, and March 15, respectively. 
AH arrivals from the ports named shall, until further notice, be detained 
until the expiration of nine days from the date of their departure, or 
from the appearance of the last case of sickness on board, or until they 
receive free pratique from the colonial authorities. 

South African Eepublic. — According to advices of March 16, the 
Government has ordered that, inasmuch as no new plague suspect cases 
have occurred in the country, and as the cases at Middleburg and Cape 
Minden have been ascertained not to be plague, the prohibition against 
entry of Hindoos is removed.
